People pay taxes on income through 
withholding on their paycheck or 
through estimated tax payments. Taxpayers who pay enough 
tax throughout the year can avoid a large tax bill and 
penalties when they file their return. 

' Taxpayers should make estimated tax payments if: 


e The tax withheld from their income does not cover their 
tax for the year. 


e They have income without withholdings. Some examples 
are interest, dividends, alimony, self-employment 
income, capital gains, prizes or awards. 


Here are more actions taxpayers can take to avoid a large 
bill and estimated tax penalties when they file their return. 
They can: 


“ e Have more tax withheld. Taxpayers with a regular 
paycheck can have more tax withheld from it. To do this, 
they must fill out a new Form W-4 and give it to their 
employer. This is a good option for taxpayers who 
participate in a sharing economy activity as a side job 
or part-time business. 


Use estimated payments to pay other taxes. Self- 
employed individuals can make estimated tax payments 
to pay both income tax and self-employment tax. Self- 
employment tax includes Social Security and Medicare. 
Use Form W-4P. Generally, pension and annuity plans 
withhold tax from retirees’ payments. Recipients of 
these payments can adjust their withholding using Form 
W-4P and give it to their payer.

written transcript of Volume 
I of the town records. This 
last might appear like a town 
history to anybody who was 
not acquainted with the orig- 
inal. It was a thick bundle of 
manuscript, very neatly 
typed and bound in heavy 
paper covers, and contained 
all the basic historical facts 
of the early town govern- 
ment. 

Aside from this, I didn’t 
discover anything of impor- 
tance. Possibly Bond had 
other papers at his summer 
home in Wellesley, which 
was his legal residence when 
he died, although he spent 
most of his time at the Hotel 
Bellevue in Boston, but as 
nearly as I can ascertain, he 
never did write a history of 
Wilmington. Undoubtedly he 
collected material for it, 
spent considerable time ab- 
stracting old deeds in the 
Registry of Deeds in Cam- 
bridge, picked up a lot of old- 
time legends from the oldest 
inhabitants, and had a small 
collection of Indian arrow 
heads and similar relics, but 
apparently he didn’t feel like 
putting the time and labor

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into writing a complete his- 
tory unless he was sure of 
getting paid for it. 

For several years he en- 
deavored to have the town 
appropriate money for this 
purpose. In 1906, an article to 
that effect was put in the town 
warrant. At the annual Town 
Meeting on March 5, Bond 
offered to write the book and 
proofread the manuscript for 
$750. Charles H. Sargent 
moved that the town appropri- 
ate $1,550 to buy the complet- 
ed work from Bond. (The 
other $800 was apparently to 
cover the cost of printing.) 

This amount would be bor- 
rowed by the town and am- 
ortized over a period of 
years. On a rising vote, there 
were 30 yeas and 24 nays, but 
the motion failed because a 
two-thirds vote, or 36 yeas, 
was required to pass it. 

Bond was very much dis- 
gruntled by this and another 
defeat he suffered in a Ma- 
sonic election, and left Wil- 
mington a few years later 
vowing never to set foot in 
the town again, a resolution 
which happily, he failed to 
keep. He was very much

grief-stricken by his wife’s 
death and did not long sur- 
vive her. (ATB died Jan. 1, 
1936.) 

Incidentally, I endeavored 
to persuade his executor, Mr. 
Gustave A. Bleyle, an assis- 
tant cashier of the First 
National Bank of Boston to 
present Volume I of the town 
records as transcribed by 
Bond to the Wilmington 
Public Library. He never did 
so, and I don’t know what 
became of this transcrip- 
tion, but the town ought to 
have it as the original is now 
headed for irreparable ruin 
in the vault built as a WPA 
project in the basement of 
the Town Hall. 

The vault was an abortion, 
like a good many other WPA 
projects. No provision was 
made for its ventilation. Net 
results, everything it con- 
tains is being destroyed by 
mold. I discovered this a few 
years ago and removed Vol- 
ume I to a safe in the main 
hall. Since then, the Massa- 
chusetts commissioner of 
public documents has com- 
pelled our town clerk to 
restore it to its former moul-

dering place in the base- 
ment vault. 

The volume is in perilous 
state in other respects. Page 
1 containing the record of 
the first town meeting in 
1730 is missing, the binding 
is wrecked and several pa- 
ges containing the names of 
men inducted into the Revo- 
lutionary Army are loose 
and in danger of being lost.

State Reservation in 


Princeton this summer: 


By CASSIA BURNS 
News Correspondent 


ooking for something fun to 

do outside this summer 

that’s different than the 

typical summer beach 
trip? Consider the Mount Wachusett 
State Reservation, located in Prince- 
ton, MA. 

Popular amongst skiers during the 
winter months, Mount Wachusett 
offers 17 miles of trails for hiking 
and biking. The trails vary in diffi- 
culty and steepness, allowing each 
hiker to choose the one that best 
suits their own abilities. Longer 
trails, such as Harrington Trail, 
span about 2.5 miles, and other, 
steeper, trails, such as the Pine Hill 
and Mountain House Trails, only 
span 0.25 miles and 0.50. miles. 

Consequently, one is able to select 
trials that suit the distance they 
wish to hike, regardless of how long 
or short it may be. It typically takes 
roughly two hours to complete most 
of the trail combinations. 

In addition to the variety of trails 
offered, hikers are also able to enjoy 
picturesque views from the majority 
of the trails as they journey towards 
the mountain’s summit. The Wachu- 
sett Mountain State Reservation is 
home to native forests, alpine mead- 
ows, streams, ponds and a bog, set- 
ting the scene for enjoyable sights 
as one travels throughout the trails. 

On the mountain’s northern side, 
specifically off of the Bolton Pond 
and Balance Rock Trails, Balance 
Rock is a notable sight. There, the 
glacier movement that shaped the 
mountain is prominent, displaying 
evidence as to how the mountain 
reached its current form. 

On Mt. Wachusett's southern side 
is Echo Lake, an area easily acces- 
sible to parking areas where visitors 
can stop at the area’s picnic tables 
and outdoor grill for a bite to eat. 

The mountain’s summit also offers 
breathtaking 360 degree views of the

ae had major 
impact on my life 


To the editor, 

As the towns of Wilmington 
and Tewksbury prepare to 
elect the next representative 
for Middlesex county’s 19th 
district this coming fall, 
each candidate’s position 
régarding prominent issues 
facing today’s society will be 
closely scrutinized. And 
rightfully so. Surely, every 
candidate will have a metic- 
ulously crafted blueprint of 
how they intend to enhance 
the quality of life for Wil- 
mington and Tewksbury res- 
idents by addressing those 
issues most inimical to our 
quality of life. Indeed, fewer 
societal ills have had a more 
deleterious impact than that 
of addiction.

I had 
already achieved two weeks 
of sobriety, and had promised 
him that I had taken my last 
drink. But the damage had 
already been done, as there 
was a second OUI pending in 
Woburn District Court, the 
center of my late father’s 
social and professional uni- 
verse. My life was in sham- 
bles and I had disgraced his 
name one final time. 

A prominent citizen of the 
city of Woburn, my father 
had always advised me that 
one of’ the keys to a happy 
and fulfilling life is to become 
involved and engaged in the 
community around me. 
However, it would not be until 
years later, after his death 
and along the winding road 
of recovery from alcoholism; 
that I would learn just how 
correct he truly was. 

The most sobering moment 
of my life was holding my 
father’s hand as he slowly 
slipped away. The fear in his 
eyes was palpable, but what 
struck me was that his fear 
was born not of the unknown 
that accompanied his immi- 
nent death. No. What he

feared most until his final 
breath was the possibility 
that he had failed to instill in 
me all of the qualities and 
values that I would need to 
continue down the path of 
recovery from alcoholism. 

Just two weeks after my 
father’s funeral I was con- 
victed of my second OUI in 
Woburn District Court. This 
was my rock bottom. How- 
ever, what I had soon began 
to realize was that whatever 
lessons my late father had 
not succeeded in teaching 
me during life, he had most 
assuredly taught me in 
death. Now in full recovery 
mode, I was ready to make 
wholesale lifestyle changes 
as I elicited strength from 
these deepest moments of 
despair. 

I utilized my father’s death 
to empower me to seek out 
the degree of civic engage- 
ment that he had spent the 
final 33 plus years of his life 
pleading with me to under- 
take. It was the fall of 2014 
when I made a phone call to 
the late representative James 
Miceli’s office in order to vol- 
unteer for his campaign, and 
the voice that greeted me on 
the other end of the line was 
none other than his chief of 
staff, David Robertson, who 
penciled me in to hold signs 
with other Miceli supporters. 
But what I didn’t realize at 
the time was that my road to 
recovery had just been fresh- 
ly paved. 
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It soon became apparent to 
me that David Robertson 
possesses a keen ability to 
relate to people. David took 
the time to learn about me, 
as well as the journey that is 
my recovery, and realized 
the integral role that becom- 
ing engaged in my communi- 
ty would play in maintaining 
my sobriety. David availed 
himself of every opportunity 
to seek out additional outlets 
and avenues for me to get 
involved in the community 
and establish new networks 
of friends, as I continued to 
adapt to a brand new life- 
style. 

David referred me to the 
Wilmington Democratic Com- 
mittee, where I remain a 
member today, and it is with 
the help of David, as well as 
my family and friends that I 
was able to expand my net- 
work of support while under- 
taking the greatest battle of 
my life. This support also 
extended to members of my 
family. 

David did not hesitate to 
have the department of pub- 
lic health show up to field a 
concern of my elderly moth- 
er’s. He acted as liaison be- 
tween relatives in search of 
a home and the housing 
authority. And even arran- 
ged for my fiancé to speak to 
an immigration attorney in 
an effort to allay concerns 
regarding related to her im- 
pending asylum. 


As I stood there with David ° 


holding representative Mi- 
celi’s signs at the interSe¢tion 
of route 129 and 38 in the-fall 
of 2014, I could have never 
fathomed that in just four 
short years, I woul Pa 
licensed certified soci rk- 
er en route to having achiev- 
ed 4 years and 4 m Jof 
sobriety a mere two weeks 
away from wedding thesleve 
of my life. Perhaps itiis fit- 
ting that I will be marzied {on 
Independence Day, asathis. is 
the first time in my life:that I 
have truly felt independent;

“James Hill was 
impressive on the mound, 
scattering five hits and 
three walks while striking 
out a dozen over six innings 
pitched.” 

On Father’s Day, 
Wilmington improved to 2-0 
with a nail-biter 7-5 defeat of 
Lynnfield. 

“That was a good game 
anda nice test for us as the 
season gets underway,” said 
Hill, “For a time, we were 
ahead by a few runs and 
they came back.

WILMINGTON -- While the 
Wilmington Northeast base- 
ball team would much 
rather put Saturday’s 10-2 
loss to North Reading 
behind them, there were 
small victories to be taken 
fromthe defeat.

This story originally 
appeared in the June 19th, 
2013 issue. We are publishing 
it again as this week marks 
the 25th anniversary of the 
Wilmington High School 
Softball team’s 1993 Division 
2, State Championship. The 
story has been updated to 
the current year.

_ The year before, 1992, they 
finished with a 7-12 overall 
record. That Wilmington 
High School Softball team 
had just two seniors and a 
ton of underclassmen were 
thrown into the fire, playing 
in easily the most difficult 
softball league in the state 
with the likes of flamethrow- 
ers Beth Love of Billerica 
and Carrie Ladebouche of 
Dracut. But there was plen- 
ty of promise after that 1992 
season especially since the 
JV team had gone 18-1 and 
many of those players had 
been members of various 
youth softball state champi- 
onship titles. 

-'The team was headed up 
by coach Paul Lyman, who 
‘completed his third season 
in 1992, three years after 
taking over for Tom 
Mirisola. Lyman was famil- 
iar with some of the mem- 
bers of the team through the 
youth programs, but had a 
very strong background in 
the sport and being involved 
with his four daughters who 
all had fantastic high school 
and college careers them- 
selves. When that 1992 sea- 
son was over, he knew the 
‘following year’s team had a 
‘lot of promise but he nor did 
anyone know what would 
‘happen in that magical 
‘three month span between 
‘April, May and June of 1993. 
* On a very hot and muggy 
Saturday afternoon, June 
12th to be exact, the 
‘Wildcats defeated Mount 
Greylock Regional High 
School 6-3 to capture the 
program’s first Division 2 
State Championship. title. 
Now 25 years and one week 
later, it’s still an unforget- 
table memory for each and 
every one of the 17 players 
and three coaches who all 
had a big piece into that 
magical season that saw the 
Wildcats finish with an over- 
all record of 22-2, which 
included a 6-0 post-season 
record and finishing the sea- 
son winning their last 16 
games not to mention taking 
the MVC Division 2 title, the 
Division 2 North Sectional, 
Eastern Mass and state 
championship titles. 

The fact that the team fin- 
ished out the run with a 16- 
game winning streak cer- 
tainly had gone under the 
radar, considering all of that 
pressure on a team that was 
comprised of five seniors, 
three juniors, seven sopho- 
mores and two freshmen. 
But the biggest aspect that 
has been lost in all of the 
accomplishment of winning 
was the fact that the team 
came together, and that cer- 
tainly wasn’t easy for a 
handful of the seniors, who 
at times had to take a back- 
seat in terms of playing time 
for the very talented under- 
classmen. 

“We knew that we had 
some excellent athletes but 
none of us ever saw it com- 
ing,” said Lyman, who 
resigned after 13 years as 
head coach at WHS after the 
‘2001 season and now just 
completed his 18th year as 
head coach at Bishop 
Fenwick High School. “But 
the reason why we won is 
because of the leadership of 
those older kids who allowed 
those younger kids to play, 
and to split time with them 
so by the end of the year, we 
had a very deep, versatile 
team and we could do a lot 
of different things because 
of that. Plus we had 
Adrienne (Fay) and she was 
just a great pitcher. 

“We needed the chemistry 
to build and it wasn’t easy 
because a lot of those older 
kids had played a lot before 
that season but we just had 
a lot of sophomores who 
~were very talented players 
so we had to find the right 
mix. Those seniors were all 

‘outstanding leaders espe- 
‘cially the captains Nicole 
Ouellette and Keri Bowlby. I 


have said it since that sea- 
son and I’ll say it still today 
that they are the two best 
captains I have ever had in 
my coaching career.” 


Opening day roster 

Lyman as well as his long- 
time assistant coach Jake 
Townsend, and JV coach 
Maureen Noone, had many 
difficult decisions to make 
once the season broke in 
early April. But the roster 
was completely different 
from the one from 1992, and 
that seems strange since 
only two seniors, Leanne 
McConologue (now the WHS 
Field Hockey coach) and 
Laura __ Bartnick-Connors 
(the current WHS JV Field 
Hockey Coach) had graduat- 
ed 


Before the ’93 season start- 
ed, the team knew it was 
getting a major pitching 
arm as Adrienne Fay had 
transferred to WHS after 
spending her first two years 
at Bishop Fenwick. On top of 
that, the team was in need 
of a catcher, and Carrie 
Tarantino was vying for that 
position after missing her 
entire junior season with 
mono. Her twin sister 
Leanne also missed the 
entire 1992 season with a 
major knee injury. 

“We didn’t know how 
Carrie and Leanne would 
come back,” said Lyman. 
“We moved Leanne to the 
outfield because of her 
injury because she wasn’t as 
agile to play first or third 
base. And Carrie was a good 
athlete and we needed a 
catcher because we wanted 
to move Nancy (Pote) out 
from there so she could help 
us in different positions 
which she did at first and 
second base. But having 
Carrie back there at catcher 
and Leanne in right with 
Jacqui Hayden really 
worked out for us.” 

The additions of Fay and 
the Tarantino twins, as well 
as the ten freshmen and 
sophomores -- some were 
varsity returners and some 
didn’t have any varsity expe- 
rience - brought a plethora 
of talent to many of the posi- 
tions and that in turn upset 
several of the older players 
who ended up leaving the 
team. But once the dust was 
settled, the coaching staff 
figured out that many pla- 
toon situations could work 
out the best. Fay and Carrie 
Tarantino made up the bat- 
tery, while Pote and Laurie 
Southmayd made up the 
middle defense at second 
and short, Ouellette had left 
field and freshman Leanne 
Harris had center field. 

After that it was a combi- 
nation in every other posi- 
tion. Bowlby and Jacqueline 
Holloway saw time at first, 
junior Stacey Gillis and 
freshman Nicole Dussault 
saw time at third, Leanne 
Tarantino and Hayden saw 
time in right, while senior 
Lynette Berger saw most: of 
her time at DH, and then 
Jenn Murray, Erin Falzone, 
Renee Vachon and Lindsay 
Currier also were in the mix 
at various positions/roles 
and the latter as a back-up 
pitcher. At that time when 
the roster was set, Ouellette 
thought that the team had 
potential but really didn’t 
know what to expect. 

“I knew we were going to 
be a young team that would 
need a lot of development,” 
she said. “However I also 
believed that the underclass- 
men were extremely talent- 
ed and had great potential. 
At the beginning of the sea- 
son, did I believe we would 
end up as State Champions? 
No, I didn't have those high 
of expectations. However, as 
the season progressed, -it 
was apparent that we were 
playing really well together 
as a team, and that maybe 
we would have a shot at 
going deep in the tourna- 
ment.” 

While Ouellette had left 
field to. herself, Carrie 
Tarantino really didn’t know 
where she stood during pre- 
season. 

“I was pretty sure that 
Nancy (Pote) was going to 
be the catcher of the team,” 
she said. “I am not too sure 
that I knew that I had a spot 
as the catcher. I knew 
Nancy and I both practiced

title. The team plaque still remains at the high school. 


at that position. I missed all 
of my junior year because I 
was sick with mono and not 
allowed to play so going into 
my senior year, I just want- 
ed to play. I love playing 
and would have played any- 
where to be out there. I def- 
initely missed playing my 
junior year. I loved catching 
and I _ loved being 
(Adrienne’s) catcher. She 
was very easy to catch. We 
grew up two houses down 
from’ each other so we 
always played in my yard.” 

Fay was obviously the key 
to the success. She was a 
dynamite pitcher but more 
importantly an incredible 
athlete, perhaps the best to 
walk through the halls of 
WHS in the past 25 years. 
She could dominate the soc- 
cer field, was a terrific bas- 
ketball player and a true ace 
in every sense of the word 
on the mound. Besides havy- 
ing that dynamite fastball, 
change-up and location, she 
was a gold glove fielder and 
a tremendous hitter. But her 
best attribute was her care- 
free attitude - she could give 
up back-to-back home runs 
and still smile. Nothing 
bothered her on the mound - 
well unless it was umpires 
squeezing her - and she had 
ice of veins. Tight and tense 
situations never bothered 
her. 

“Her fastball was fantas- 
tic,” said Carrie Tarantino. 
“She also had an amazing 
change-up. I didn't always 
call the pitches as Coach 
Lyman did that most of the 
time but I did love calling 
for a change-up though. 
That was fun. To pitch three 
straight fast balls and then 
have the fourth one be a 
change-up would have defi- 
nitely confused me as a bat- 
ter. I am very happy that I 
did not have to face 
Adrienne. I was very happy 
she was on our team. It was 
great news when she trans- 
ferred to Wilmington High. 
She was a pitcher you could 
count on to stay calm and 
you knew she would always 
try her hardest.” 


Starting Out Strong 


Back in 1993, Wilmington 
competed in the Merrimack 
Valley Conference and it was 
grueling to say the least. 
That season, Wilmington 
played all 18 of its games 
against league opponents, 
facing all nine teams twice 
each. The Wildcats started 
out strong winning its first 
five games over Andover (9- 
Lowell 
(18-6), Tewksbury (8-0) and 
Haverhill (5-4) before falling 
to Lawrence (5-4). 

After splitting games with 
Billerica and Dracut against 
Love and Ladebouche, the 
‘Cats were 6-2 and never 
were defeated the rest of the 
way. Wilmington went on to 
win its final ten regular sea- 
son games to finish the sea- 


son 16-2 with a MVC 
Division 2 Championship 
title. The Wildcats outscored 
their regular season oppo- 
nents 104-38, ‘had four shut 
outs and over the team’s last 
six games, five times they 
gave up one run or less. And 
the strange thing was only 
five games were decided by 
one run and Wilmington’s 
offense was just as good as 
the pitching scoring four 
runs or more in its first 
seven games and 12 of the 18 
games. 

While the offense was 
clicking and Fay was bring- 
ing the heat, the team start- 
ed to bond and that incredi- 
ble chemistry was apparent 
through the 16-game win- 
ning streak. 

“J think Keri and I, and 
actually all of the upper- 
classmen on the team, did a 
good job of leading by exam- 
ple - knowing when it was 
okay to goof around, and 
knowing when it was time to 
get serious and focus,” said 
Ouellette. “The sophomores 
on the team were a fun 
bunch, and occasionally we 
would need to reign them in 
if they were getting a bit dis- 
tracted during practice. But 
this rarely occurred during 
game time - everyone was 
all business once the game 
started.” 

Lyman said that the 
biggest reason for the team 
meshing so well together 
was because of Ouellette 
and Bowlby. 

“That team was just a spe- 
cial group of kids,” said 
Lyman. “And you’re only as 
good as your leaders. Nicole 
and Keri are the two best 
captains I’ve ever coached 
and the two of them are 
totally different people. 
Nicole was a good softball 
player and Keri didn’t play 
as much as she would have 
liked and the two of them 
were the best leaders I’ve 
ever seen on a team. The 
thing I realized later on in 
my career is that you don’t 
have to be the best team to 
win. If you have great kids, 
who believe in themselves 
and in each other, who 
believe in doing the right 
things, you can win. I’ve 
seen and coached teams 
over the years that have 
more talent than other 
teams but they didn’t have 
that combination. I honestly 
believe that we won that 
year because of the senior 
leadership.” 


Post-Season Magic 


The Wildcats closed out the 
regular season winning ten 
straight games including 
back-to-back shut outs over 
Billerica and Chelmsford. 
The Division 2 North sec- 
tional tournament started 
and Wilmington knew that if 
it continued to win, they 
would have all four sectional 
games before the home 
crowd as back then Aprile 
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Field at Town Park hosted 
the semi-final and sectional 
final games. 

“T remember at one prac- 
tice right as the tournament 
was starting up, I was field- 
ing balls in from the out- 
fielders as Coach Townsend 
was hitting them out,” 
recalled Ouellette. “We were 
discussing our chances, and 
I said to him that I think our 
team can go all the way. He 
turned to me, smiled, and 
said I think we can too. I'll 
never forget that.” 

Before huge _ crowds, 
Wilmington knocked off 
Greater Lawrence Tech 12-1 
and Danvers 7-0 in the first 
two rounds. Fay tossed a 
two-hit shutout in the win 
over Danvers. Then in the 
sectional semi-finals, 
Wilmington knocked off 
Amesbury 5-2. That put the 
team into its first ever sec- 
tional title championship 
game against Matignon, 
who featured ace pitcher 
Heather Gillis, a southpaw 
and the cousin of third base- 
man Stacey Gillis. 

“I was really concerned 
heading into that game,” 
said Lyman. “Heather was a 
very good pitcher. She threw 
hard and was left-handed. If 
I remember, that game was 
real close until Matignon 
started to make some defen- 
sive mistakes which helped 
us.” 

Indeed, Wilmington won 2- 
0 and Fay continued her 
magic on the mound tossing 
a one-hit shutout and at that 
point in the tournament, she 
tossed 27 innings giving up 
one earned run on eight hits 
and struck out 21. 


That win gave Wilmington’ 


its second trophy of the sea- 
son, now the Division! 2 
North Title. But now with 
that latest win, the team 
would have its biggest chal- 
lenge to date, another home 
game against a very good 
Case team. 

“Going into the game it 
was thought that we had no 
business competing with 
them and they were a much 
better team,” said Lyman. 
“They were supposed to be 
the better team. That was 
an incredible game. We won 
1-0 and scored the lone run 
in the first inning on a sui- 
cide squeeze and then it 
stayed that way the rest of 
the game.” 

That win gave Wilmington 
the Division 2 Eastern Mass 
title, meaning one game was 
left on the schedule against 
Mount Greylock Regional 
High School. Mount 
Greylock had advanced to 
the state championship 
game several times but 
couldn’t win the big game. 
And again that happened, 
and then again the following 
year in 1994 when the two 
teams met for the second 
straight time with 
Wilmington winning on the 
final play of the game. 
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Twenty-five years later, memories live on

pitch a little harder and 
the ball would tend to sail 
up. I think this only hap- 
pened during that last 
inning.

“If I remember correctly, 
Mt. Greylock made a 
comeback in the seventh 
inning,” said Ouellette. “I 
believe they may have 
scored a run and had one 
or two runners on base. I 
can't remember for sure, 
but I believe Adrienne may 
have struck out one or two 
batters, and the last out 
was a little pop-out to 
Jacqui Holloway, the first 
baseman. It was pure 
relief when Jacqui made 
that catch. We worked 
very hard that season 
together as a team, and it 
just felt like all our prepa- 
rations and hard work 
truly paid off.” 

Holloway caught the pop 
up and the entire WHS 
team celebrated on the 
infield dirt in pure joy. The 
co-captains enjoyed the 
moment knowing they had 
a huge part to the title, as 
did the coaching staff, as 
did the entire roster 
including the Tarantino 
sisters. 

“TI was so happy when we 
won,” said Carrie. “It was 
a culmination of a fantas- 
tic and fun season. I loved 
the girls we played with. 


We had a great group of 
seniors and a lot of under- 
classmen. Coach Lyman 


always seemed to make the . 


right moves when it came 
to switching out players 
different innings. I think 
that it helped that the 
group of girls out there 
were people that genuinely 
loved playing the game. He 
wanted the best from all of 
us and required that. It 
definitely made us work 
harder.” 

Leanne Tarantino said 
that the title meant so 
much to her and the fami- 
ly, especially her proud 
father Paul who never 
missed a game, and still 
hasn’t to this day. The 
win, the season and the 
ability to comeback and 
play and contribute meant 
so much to Leanne, who a 
year earlier didn’t know if 
she would ever log another 
inning in the field ever 
again. 

“I remember that last 
game, knowing we had 
graduation that next day,” 
she said. “It was the best 
weekend ever. The first 
play was a grounder to me 
and I got it and threw it to 
first getting the girl out. I 
had tried that play a few 
times and I constantly 
missed it. This was the 
first time I did it right. I 
don't know that I was ever 
scared that we would lose. 
We had Adrienne on the 
mound and if anyone was 
going to get us through 
that game, it was her.” 


The last 25 years 


Since that day, the day 
the team won its first ever 
state title, the core of that 
team returned the follow- 
ing year to win its second 
straight state champi- 
onship with a dramatic 
win over the same Mount 
Greylock team. Ten years 


after that, both teams were 
inducted into the school’s 
Athletic Hall of Fame and 
today six individuals from 
that team - Lyman, 
Townsend, Fay, Harris, 
Pote and Gillis have all 
been inducted into the Hall 
of Fame. 

Many of those players are 
now married, with their 
own children and some 
still reside in Wilmington 
and some do not. Ouellette 
went on from WHS and 
play field hockey and soft- 
ball at Bates College in 
Maine. She currently is 
married with two children, 
resides in Marblehead and 
works in Cambridge at an 
Oncology Biotech compa- 
ny. Both the. Tarantino 
twins graduated from 
UMass-Dartmouth. Carrie 
is living in Clinton, Mass 
with her husband and two 
children and Leanne lives 
in Leominster, Mass with 
her husband and two chil- 
dren. The two of them 
work together and also still 
play adult softball togeth- 
er. 

“I remember a few years 
ago going to the Hall of 
Fame ceremony in 
Wilmington,” recalled 
Leanne. “We all had differ- 
ent last names, some of us 
had kids, but our team 
unity was still there. It was 
so wonderful to see every- 
one and reminisce about 
that season. It's funny to 
look back and how much 
fun we had. That team was 
always smiling and I will 
always remember our 
‘three up, three down’ 
cheer! That last game was 
so sad due to it being over, 
but what a run. It’s hard to 
believe that it has been 
twenty years - it seriously 
feels like yesterday.” 

For Lyman things have 
changed as well. He was 39 
years old and soon to be 40 
when the team won in 1992. 


He would stay at WHS ‘to 
win another title the fol- 
lowing year before leaving 
after the 2001 season to 
take the same position ‘at 
Bishop Fenwick. He has 
well over 300 wins in his 
softball career, and two’ of 
them stick out more than 
the others. But the one on 
June 12th, 1993 clearly 
ranks No. 1. 

“That was a great time,” 
he recalled. “I think about 
those kids and I have the 
pictures and trophies and 
stuff in my house and_I 
can’t believe it’s been 
twenty years. It really does 
seem like yesterday. The 
memories you have is what 
we all play for. It’s funny 
because Lindsay Currier’s 
daughter has signed up for 
our softball camp and 
that’s just a big wow. But 
those years were just such 
a great time. We had a spe- 
cial group of kids. We also 
had a special group of 
coaches as Jake and 
Maureen were so impor- 
tant with those titles. They 
were both outstanding 
eoaches and deserve so 
much credit. When you 
surround yourself with 
good people, with good 
kids who work hard, who 
believe in themselves and 
each other, good things 
will happen.” 

Indeed they will - the 1992 
Division 2 State Champion 
Wildcat Softball team isa 
great example of that, even 
25 years later.
